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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which It is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claims 9 and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. 

The specification does not disclose the bottle closure comprising the shell 
second end with both a closed end and an aperture. 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 7 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 
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It cannot be determined what claim that the claim depends on. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1 -4, 9-1 3 and 1 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being 
anticipated by Ames (34,227). Ames discloses, in figs. 1-3, a bottle closure comprising 
a shell (R) having a conical space, a tapered core (W) being larger than the shell 
conical space, the core conical surface and the shell inner surface include threads. 

3. Claims 1-4, 5 and 10-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Cros (2,940,629). Cros discloses, in fig. 2, a bottle closure comprising a 
shell 1a having a conical space, a tapered core 5a being larger than the shell conical 
space, the core conical surface and the shell inner surface include threads, and the 
shell including a flange 3. 

4. Claims 1-4, 6-8, 10-13, 15-17 and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Hwang et al. (W0 02/83515). Hwang discloses, in figs. 1-3, a bottle 
closure comprising a shell 3 having a conical space, a tapered core12 being larger than 
the shell conical space, wherein the core first end include a shaped aperturel 5 having a 
key way for grasping an opening tool 25, and a cap 1 having a central opening that is 
complementary to the core shaped aperture.
